INDSAY, TULARE COUNTY, CALIFORNIA, is in a thriving portion of the San 
Joaquin Valley, lying midway between San Francisco and Los Angeles, beautifully 
situated near the foothills of the grand old snow-capped Sierras. We say “beauti- 
fully situated” because the scenery surrounding our groves of oranges is grand and 
far more captivating than can be portrayed by a pen picture. The evergreen foliage 
of the orange, pepper and other trees, vines and plants is surely a striking contrast in 
winter to the towering mountains of snow that constantly appear before the eye of the 
landscape-lover. 

The district is practically in its infant stage, notwithstanding that Lindsay is sur- 
rounded by 1,800 acres of bearing orange groves. The town is of recent foundation and at present 
claims but a population of 500 people, who are comfortably located in beautiful homes. ‘To-day we 
can boast of more modern conveniences than a large per cent of communities in the West that have 
double and triple our population. Railroad accommodations affording all the passenger and 
freight service that could be at present expected; telegraph, telephone and an- electric lighting 
and water system are some of our much-appreciated conveniences. 

Electricity is with us in abundance for power purposes, in operating the numerous pumping 
plants, and yet the development of our wonderful resources is progressing so rapidly that capital 
is being daily invested to meet the future demands of the new-comer. 


THE CITRUS FRUIT INDUSTRY. 


It has been a source of wonder to many that citrus fruits, which were for years supposed to 
be indigenous alone to more tropical climates, should grow to perfection in its broadest sense in a 
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In the Land of Golden Fruit. 
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foothill town of Central California; but it is 
nevertheless a fact that oranges, [enions, 
pomelos and other citrus fruits, those dainty 
products of high cultivation, fertile soil and 
mild climate, are grown in the Lindsay district 
with such success that in size and flavor they 
cannot be surpassed in any other citrus-grow- 
ing section of the world. Lindsay is not only 
the principal citrus-growing section of Central 
California, but ships its fruit a month earlier 
than the Southern California points. ‘This is a 
statement acknowledged by all orange growers, 
who have been compelled by investigation, to 
realize that this portion of the State, being in 
the thermal interior, is more adapted to early 
maturing than the Coast counties of that sec- 
tion south of the Tehachapi Mountains, known 
as Southern California. One who is not fa- 
miliar with the growth and marketing of the 
golden fruit hardly realizes the value of early 
orange shipments, but it means from 50 cents 
to $1.00 per box more by getting the fruit to 


market in time for the Thanksgiving and Christmas trade. 


General View of Lindsay and Mountains. 


While orange culture is a pleasant occupation, still the grower realizes the necessity of profit, 
and the writer makes the statement, and justly claims that Lindsay produces the finest quality of 
oranges, ships her products to market earlier and realizes better market returns than any other 
portion of California. Just a few figures may not be amiss in bearing out this statement. Lindsay 
has about 2,500 acres planted to citrus fruits, about 1,800 acres of which are in bearing, and she 
shipped in the season of 1900-1901, 225 cars; in 1991-1G02, 346 cars, and in 1902-1903, her output was 
442 cars. The fruit on a ten-acre piece, owned by McLees Brothers—Washington navels—sold on 
the trees in 1901 for $2,000; Hugh Latimer realized from 8% acres of Valencia Lates in May of 
the same year, $3,000, and the Whitmore Brothers realized from their Covena Heights ten-acre 
grove of five-year-old trees, $2,900 net. In 1902 prices were even better, as the following will show: 
One car of our early Washington navels—362 boxes in car—sold in New York for $1,800, and an- 
other car of the same variety, which was grown by C. J. Carle, sold in Canada during the holidays 
of the same year for $1,300. ‘The fruit on the Mcl.ees Brothers’ ten-acre piece, cited above, sold on 
the trees in 1902 for $2,600. 

At the time’of compiling this data the returns for the crop of 1903 were not in. However, we 
can afford to admit that were the prices to be considerable less than those quoted above, we would 
yet realize a handsome profit on the investment. 

Now, these are but a few of the many instances of good investments and profits that might be 
mentioned, and the same conditions can be expected ordinarily in the future by anyone who will 
give the proper attention to the industry. Many also find a profitable occupation in the growing 
of citrus nursery stock, as the demand for young trees for planting is constantly growing. 

The water question is one that has been solved to the fullest extent, with the result that there 
is not the slightest uneasiness here on the part of any of the growers or landowners, and the

supply has never shown any signs of failure. Every 
attempt to secure water has been successful, until 
to-day there are a number of individual pumping plants 
which have taken the place of company plants, which 
are furnishing water on a more extensive scale. For 
illustration, showing the success of water development 
here for irrigating purposes, we will mention the ca- 
pacity of a few of the co-operative plants: The Lindsay 
Water Development Company has four wells, one of 
which is capable of flowing 80,000 gallons per hour, 
and the others about 50,000 each. All of the Lindsay 
Heights and Nob Hill tracts, belonging to Hammond 
& Maddox of Visalia are abundantly supplied with 
water for irrigation purposes, and any person buying 
land from them—the Lindsay Land Company, or in 
Paradise Colony from J. Goldman & Co. of No. 4 
Sutter street, San Francisco—may rest assured that 
the land will be watered; or on the other hand as good 
land as lies in the district can be had from $40 to $75 
per acre, and the purchaser may develop his own water 
supply.

the trees at 5 cents per tree, which would make the cost per acre—108 trees—$5.40. 

The cost of one-year-old trees last year was 69 cents and for two-year-old trees 70 cents, and we 
have been informed by a local nurseryman that the same rate will prevail during the coming season. 
This would amount to $64.80 per acre for one-year-old trees and $75.60 for two-year-old trees. 

The yearly cost of cultivation will not exceed $20 per acre, and it would be a conservative 
estimate to put the expense of the land preparation, the tree planting cultivation and water for the 
first vear at a figure not exceeding $35 per acre, and this is verified by a statement given recently 
that $32.07 per acre covered these items on a tract of thirty-five acres planted last year, segregated 
as follows: Preparation of land, in this case practically nothing, but will say, $3; tree planting, 
$5.40; cultivation, $20; water, $3.67. This would fix the cost of the water at a very moderate 
figure, but in this instance if the preparation of the land cost more than $3 the water must have 
cost less than $3.67.

This we consider a very low estimate on the tstal number of boxes, as it is an actual fact that 
six-year-old trees that have been properly taken care of will yield from three to four boxes per tree. 

Navel oranges sell readily in the Eastern market during holidays for $3.45 per box. ‘The freight 
takes from this 90 cents, and the total packing expenses, 36 cents, which leaves a net figure of $2.19 
per box to the grower. At the end of the sixth year we have marketed 3,450 boxes and received for 
the same $7,555.50, or $4,100.60 more than our six-year investment. 

Besides this favorable showing the fact must not be overlooked that this orchard is now 
worth on the Lindsay market $10,000, as such a piece of property cannot be obtained for a lower 
figure and it is reasonable to suppose it could not, when it is taken in consideration that it will 
bring in $2,000 per year at the net price of $2 per box, or $1,000 per year in case such an unfore- 
seen thing should happen as the price being cut in half. 

This we consider a very good investment, where all the labor has been hired done. 

These facts have been gathered from our eight years’ experience in this district, and we 
might add that we have observed with pleasure during this period, wiser persons who have 
established nice and comfortable little homes with a snug income as a result of a little energy and 
little or no capital, except what was earned at day’s labor to start with.

TRIBUTARIES.

At 
Santas, a locality about five miles south of Lindsay, a large body of fine orange land has recently 
been put upon the market in small tracts, and your attention is called to the information regarding 
the same, which appears in this booklet under the heading “The Strathmore Ranch.” Lindsay 
Heights, Round Valley and the Lewis Creek sections are within three miles east of Lindsay, and 
the future of these is sure to attract the attention of parties looking for citrus lands. 

So much for the citrus-growing industry of this section which, will prove the assertion that it 
is the principal locality in Central California, and from present indications it will keep in the lead, 
as sales are being made continually and new orchards are being set ot each season. The prospect 
could not be brighter and the confidence of those already located here is unprecedented. 


VINES, DECIDUOUS FRUITS, GARDEN TRUCK, ETC, 


Up to the present time Lindsay has depended largely upon the single industry of growing 
citrus fruits, but small experiments have proven that much of the land of the district is just as well 
adapted to vine culture, gardening, deciduous fruit growing, alfalfa and dairy, as any in the State, 
and to hold to the one industry in the future would be our greatest mistake, as what the com- 
munity most needs—as a benefit to the citrus industry—as well as for the common good of all, 
is a mixed cultivation of the soil in order to better and more rapidly build up an influx of per- 
manent residents who can find steady employment. 

Just within the past two years have parties commenced to branch out in other lines, until 
to-day a visitor to Lindsay may see the profitable beginning of the vineyard, the vegetable and 
berry patch and the fields of alfalfa. Lands suitable for the various uses mentioned can be pur-

In speaking of the summer 
heat we do not wish to convey the impression that it is unbear- 
able. ‘he peculiarity of all summer heat in California is its 
dryness, being free from all moisture, and in this locality es- 
pecially so, as there are no running streams of water within 
ten miles. This fact accounts for the absence of malaria in this 
district.

THE STRATHMORE RANCH. 


The Strathmore Ranch, lying along the foothills in the Citrus belt, equi-distant between Lind- 
say and Porterville, contains over 4,000 acres of land, and is one of the largest and most attractive 
properties to the orange-grower in California. Lying as it does, protected by lofty hills jutting 
out on the plains, it would be difficult to contemplate a more natural location for the growing of 
citrus fruits. These naturally bestowed advantages of location, coupled with first-class soil, make 
this property as near ideal citrus land as one could possibly imagine. The land is practically level 
and has for many years been used as a wheat ranch; quite a large portion is black land, but the 
main body of the ranch is a heavy red loam. 

The property is owned by the Strathmore Land Company, the persons comprising which, for 
the most part, are identical with the well-known firm of Balfour, Guthrie & Co. of San Francisco, 
one of the oldest and most reliable concerns on the Pacific Coast. The company has decided to

sub-divide this magnificent tract in parcels of from ten acres up, and offer the same for sale to 
actual settlers, or those who will bind themselves to plant their holdings to citrus fruits. 

Within the past year wells have been bored on different portions of the property, and it has 
been amply demonstrated that an unlimited supply of water for irrigating and domestic purposes 
underlies the whole tract. These wells are all over 200 feet deep, have been thoroughly tested 
and found to far exceed what the owners ever expected, both in quality and quantity. Other wells 
will be sunk and pumping plants established as necessities require. 

The portions of the tract which will be first offered for sale lie about two miles east of 
Santos, on the Southern Pacific Railroad, about midway between Porterville and Lindsay.
